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The Education of a Man of Business. 

The essential qualities for a man of 
business are of a moral nature; those are 
to lx' cultivated first. He must learn be- 
tiim- to love truth. That same love of 
truth will he found a potent eharm to 
liearhim safely through the world's eii- 
tan-j'.ements— I mean safely in the most 
Worldly sens,', lie-ides, the love of truth 
not only make- a man act with more 
simplicity, and therefore with less chance 
of error; I tit it conduces to the highest 
intellectual devolopemcnt. The follow- 
ing passage in Tht Statemum gives the 
reason: "The co n u apo n dteneies of wis- 
dom and goodness are manifold; and that 
they will accompany eaeh other is to be 
InfeRed, not only because men's wisdom 
makes them rood, but also because their 
goodness makes them wise. Questions 
of right and wrong are a perpetual exer- 
cise of the faculties of those who are sol- 
icitous m to the right and wrong of what 
they do and sec: and a deep interest of 
the heart in these questions carries with 
it a deener cultivation, of the understand- 
ing than ean be easily effected by any 
other excitement to intelhictual activi- 
ty." 

What has just I. ecu said ot the love of 
truth applies also to the moral qualities. 
Thus charity enlightens the understand- 
ing quite as much as it purines the heart 



should be aimed at, which not only 
makes the mind agile, but gives variety 
of information. Such I system will make 
him acquainted with many modes of 
thought, with various classess of facts, 
and will enable him to understand men 
better. 

There will he a time in his youth which 
may, perhaps, he well spent in those 
studies which are of a metaphysical na- 
ture. In the investigation of some of the 
great questions of philosophy, a breadth 
and a tone may he given to a man's mode 
of thinking Which will afterwards be of 
signal use to him in the business of every- 
day life. 

We cannot enter here into a descrip- 
tion of the technical studies for a man of 
business; but I may point out that there 
are works which soften the transition 
from the schools to the world, and which 
are peculiarly needed in a system of edu- 
cation, like our own, consisting of studies 
for the most part remote from real life. 
These works are such as tend to give the 
student that interest in the common 
things about him, which he has scarcely 
ever heeen called upon to feel. They 
show how imagination and philosophy 
can be woven into practical wisdom. 
Such are the writings of Bacon. His lu- 
cid order, his grasp of the subject, the 
comprehensiveness of his views, his 
knowledge of mankind, the greatest, per- 
haps, that has ever been distinctly given 
out by any uninspired man, the practical 
nature of his purposes, and his respect 
for anything of human interest, render 
Bacon's works unrivalled in their fitness 
to form the bast men for the conduct of 
the highest affairs. 

It is not, however, so much the thing 
studied, as the manner of studying it. 
Our student is not intended to become a 
learned man, but a man of business; not 
a "full man," but a "ready man." He 
must be taught to arrange and express 
what he knows. For this purpose let him 
employ himself in making digests, ar- 
ranging ami classifying materials, writ- 
ing narratives, and in deciding upon con- 
flicting evidence. All these exercises re- 
quire method. Hi> must expect that his 
early attempts will be clumsy; he begins, 
perhaps, by dividing his subject in any 
way that occurs to him, with no other 
view than that of treating separate por- 
tions Of it separately; he docs not j (re- 
ceive, at first, what things are of one 
kind, and what of another, and what 
should he the logical order of their fol- 
lowing. But from such rude beginnings 
method is developed and there IS hardly 
any degree of toil for which he would not 
be compensated by such a result He will 
have a sine reward in theelearness of his 
and in the facility of explain- 
People bring their

most profit for it; and this M ill be one 
who is a master of method. 

Our student should begin soon to cul- 
tivate a fluency in writing — I do not 
mean a How of wonts, but a habit of ex- 
pressing his thoughts with accuracy, 
with brevity, and with readiness; which 



provide a remedy or a retreat. There will 
be the strength of repose about him. 

He must have a deep sense of respon- 
sibility. He must believe in the power 
and vitality of truth, and in all lie does 
or says should be as anxious to express 
as much truth as possible. 

His feeling of responsibility and love 
of truth will almost inevitably endow 
him witli diligence, accuracy and dis- 
creetness — those common-place requisites 
for a good man of business, without 
which all the rest may never come to be 
"translated into action."

The principles which our stu- 
dent adopts at first maybe unsound, may 
be insufficient, but he must not neglect 
to form some; and must only nourish a 
!<.ve of truth that will not SUOW him to 
hold to any, the moment that he finds 
them to be erroneous. 

Mu« h depends upon the temperament 
of a man of business. It should be hope- 
ful, that it may hear him up against the 
faintheartedness, the folly, the falsehood, 
and the numberless discouragements 
which even a prosperous man will have 
to endure. It should also be calm; for 
else he may be driven wild by any great 
pressure of business, and lose his time, 
and hi- head, in rushing from one unfin- 
ished tiling, to iK'gin something else. 
Now this wi-hed-for conjunction of the 
calm and the hopeful is very rare. It is, 
however, in every man's power to study 
well his own temperament, and to pro- 
vide against tin defects in it. 

A habit of thinking for himself i< one 
which may be acquired by the solitary 
student. Bat the habit of deciding for 
himself, so Indispensable to a man of 
busine-s, is not to be gained by study. 
Decision is a thing that cannot be fully 
exercised until it is actually wanted. You 
cannot play at deciding. You must have 
realities to deal with. 

It is true that the formation of princi- 
ples, which has been spoken ' ' 
requires decision; but it is of tl it kind 
Which depends upon deliberate judgment; 
whereas, the decision which is wanted 
in the world's business must evwbewith- 
in call, and does not judge so much as it 
foresees and chooses. This kind of decis- 
ion is to h«. found in those who have been 
thrown early on their own reeourcea, or 
who have been brought up in great free- 
dom.

although they have method in their 
thoughts, and can write with readiness; 
but they have not been accustomed to 
look to the precise meaning of words; and 
such people are apt to fall into the com- 
mon error of indulging in a great many 
words, as if it Mere from a sort of hope 
that some of them might be to the pur- 
pose. 

In the style of a man of business noth- 
ing is to be aimed at but plainness and 
precision. For instance, a close repeti- 
tion of the same word for the same thing 
need not be avoided. The aversion to 
such repitition may be carried too far in 
all kinds of writing. In literature, how- 
ever, you are seldom brought to account 
for misleading people; but in business 
you may soon be called upon to pay the 
penalty for hvaing shunned the word 
which would exactly have expressed 
your meaning. 

T cannot conclude this essay better than 
by endeavoring to dcacilb e what sort of 
person a consummate man of business 
should be. 

He should lie able to fix his attention 
on details, and be ready to give every 
kind of argument a hearing. This will 
not encumber him, for he must have 
been practiced beforehand in the exer- 
cise of his intellect, and be strong in 
principles. One man collects materials 
together, and there they remainf a shape- 
less heap; another, posessed of method, 
ean arrange what he lias collected; hut 
such a man as I would describe, by the 
aid of principles, goes farther, and builds 
with his materials. 

He should be courageous. The cour- 
age, however, required in civil affairs, 
is that which belongs rather to the able 
commander than the mere soldier. But 
any kind of courage is serviceable. 

Besides a stout heart, he should have 
a patient temperament, and a vigorous 
but disciplined imagination; and then he

Flax Culture in France. 

The high price of cotton has natural- 
ly drawn the attention of cultivators to 
flax. During the two last years, in dif- 
ferent points of the department of the 
Seine-et-Oise, there have been attempts, 
generally successful, which have encour- 
aged more extended culture this year. 
This culture is not new in this depart- 
ment; and many of the small proprietors 
grow tlax to spin in their own families. 
In 18G3, 200 hectares of flax were grown 
in the canton of huzarches; and inter- 
esting trials of it were made at Trappes. 
In 1864, 650 hectares were cultivated in 
Trappes, and 450 in huzarches; and in 
d'Fcouen OS hectares. Most of the culti- 
vators use seed from Riga, and some use 
seed from farther north. The proportion 
sown varies from 2U0 to 800 litres per hec- 
tare. The products vary with the quality 
of the ground; on second-class ground 
2,o00 kilogrammes of straw per acer; and 
8,000 to 4,000 on superior grounds that are 
well prepared. It is hoped that, notwith- 
standing the high rents and Wages, the 
cultivation will be profitable.— [Lc Mon- 
it< nr. 

Difference of Time at Prominent Points. 

The inauguration of submarine tele- 
graphic communication by means of the 
Atlantic cable, makes it interesting to in- 
quire into the dfference of time in the va- 
rious cities in the different parts of the 
world. When it is 12 o'clock high noon 
at New York it i< 55 minutes anil 42 sec- 
onds after 4 p. m. at London; 57 minutes 
and 20 seconds after (> r. m. at St. Peters- 
burg; 17 minutes and 24 seconds after 7 
i>. m. at Jerusalem; 51 minutes and 44 
seconds after 0 j\ m. at Constantinople; 
40 minutes and ."2 seconds after 4 p. M. at 
Madrid; .'il minutes and 22 seconds after 
5 P. m. at Bremen; 40 minutes and 82 
seconds after 4 p. m. at Dublin; and 41 
minutes and L'4 seconds after 0 p. m. at 
Florence. 

The difference of time between the ex- 
treme east and west points of the United 
States is 3 hours and 50 minutes. In the 
China sea, between Singapore and China, 
it. is midnight when it is noon at New 
York.

STATISTICS OF KENTUCKY. 

Taylor County. 

Taylor county was established by act 
of tlie Legislature, in 184S. It was cut 
off from Green county, and formed the 
n or t heaste rn half of that county before 
its division. The county is situated near 
the center of the State, lies on both sides 
of Green river, the greater portion on 
the North side, and is bounded on the 
South by Green and Adair counties, on 
the Fa-'t by Casey, on the North by Ma- 
rion, and on the West by Lame. 

The number of acres, as shown by the 
Commissioner's lw>oks, are 141, 823, which 
is short of the real number by about 10 
per cent., for vacant lands, Jas, 

Portions of the county are sterile and 
hilly, but it contains a large quantity of 
fine lands. The beech and white oak 
lands are very productive, and there is a 
very considerable amount of rich lands 
on the various water courses, the princi- 
pal of which are Green river, Robinson's 
creek, Big Pitman, Little Pitman, Mid- 
dle Pitman, and Trace's Fork of Pitman's 
creek, all emptying into Green river. 

The celebrated range of Muldrow's Hills 
run through the northeastern part of the 
county. 

The county abounds in an abundance 
and great variety of the finest timber, 
which must become very valuable at no 
distant day. 

It is further celebrated for its many 
springs of pure water and the healthful- 
ness of its inhabitants. 

Campbellsville is the county seat, num- 
bering 500 inhabitants and 80 voters. 
The court-house and clerks' offices were 
burnt January 25, 1864, byt ten. Lyons in 
his retreat from the State. A new and 
substantial one is now being erected on 
the ruins, at a east of $15,000. 

There are two other incorporated villa- 
ges, viz: Mannsville, ten miles East of 
Campbellsville, and Saloma, six miles 
northwest, with postofncesat each place.

The county has suffered severely by 
the ravages of war, having f>een occupied 
alternately by both sides'to the contest. 
It is the seat of the first military exploit 
of the celebrated (Jen. John H. Morgan. 
He was on his way from Lexington to 
Glasgow, or further South, with a wagon 
load of jeans from the factory at the 
former place, and was arrested by some 
citizens at Saloma, and after a good deal 
of detention and trouble was allowed to 
proceed to GlaagWW, where, having dis- 
posed of his jeans, he returned with 11 
men to this county, arrested several citi- 
zens and burnt the Pleasant Hill Bapti-t 
church, near the scene of his arrest, tak- 
ing several Irishmen prisoners who occu- 
pied the church, and who were engaged 
in the construction of a L T . S. telegraph 
line from Lebanon to Columbia. This 
was at the beghuuhg of the war. 

Again, in his celebrated raid in the 
State, in December, 1SU.5, he pa— ed 
through this county going and coming, 
ramping at Campbellsville on the asghl 

of the 24th Deccml>er on his way out, 
burning a considerable amount of com- 
missary supplies that had been collected 
for the use of the Federals. Next day, 
lesilllllllg his march, he burnt the fine 
bridge at Green river on the Muldrow - 
Hill. Canipbellsville and Columbia road, 
being hotly pursued by two Higlutenls of 
Kentucky troops, under CHs. HoakfaM 
and Hattesy, who arrived at the burning 
bridge Just In time to give him a parting 

salute with shot and shell, as the la-t 
Stragglers left the scene. 

Returning, on bis last memorable raid, 
with 4,(mm» cavalry and four pieces of ar- 
tillery, he demanded, on July 4, ls'14, the 
surrender of a part of Col. O. P. Moore's 
Michigan regiment, until 1 ' i ilna slxiut 200 
men, who were intrenched in a very 
strong natural position at Green river 
bridge, or ,, Til>l»s' Bend." Col. Moore 
replied that he could not think of surren- 
dering on the 4th of July. Gen. Morgan 
immediately opened on the fort with his 
four smooth-bores, and threw forward a 
strong assaulting column, which ad- 
vanced with great courage and determin- 
ation, but Were vigorou-ly resisted and 

repu!sed by the garrison, who used their 
Fnfields with murderous effect , killing 
nearly every artilleryman and silencing 

the battery. The charge waareawwadE 
but in vain, the brave Michiganders 
stood their ground and Gen. Morgan had 
to execute a "Hank movement," leaving 
them ma s ter s of the '•situation," with a 
loss in killed and wounded of not tUBJ 
than ">u men, including Col. Chenault and 
Mai. Brent. The Federal loss WM aliout 
10 killed and wounded. Gen. Morgan 
arrived at Campbellsville on the evening 
of the 4th of July, greatly discouraged at 
his severe loss. He hail another bloody 
encounter next day, with Coi Hanson, 
at Lebanon, but succeeded in capturing 
the small garrison at that place. 

The court-house and clerks' offices of 
this county were burned by the Confed- 
erate Gen. Lyons la his retreat from the 
State, January 2 j, ls*>4. Also, the Green 
river bridge, which had been rebuilt by 
the Michigan mechanics and engineers, 
was burned the same day by Lyon-' 
forces. 

Subsequently the town of Campbells- 
ville was visited by the guerrilla, Mc- 
Gmder, With eleven of his men, who 
quickly relieved the citizens of a consid- 
erable amount of green backs and a num- 
ber of watches. Two Federal soldiers 
were killed on the streets, and the guer- 
rillas were finally driven oft" by some re- 
turned Federal soldiers. 

"Grim-visaged war having smoothed 
her wrinkled front," the citizens are en- 
ergetically endeavoring to retrieve the 
heavy losses sustained by the unnatural 
conflict. J. H. C.

Save stones of all stone fruit and put 
them in the ground at once, or pre-erve 
them in moist earth. 

Mkiucal herbs for family BOO should 
be saved just a> they are coming well 
into bloom. Cut them when not wet 
with rain or dew, and cure tluin in the 
shade where there is a good circulation 
of air. When suliick-ntly dry, pack 
them aw ay in paper or muslin bags, w ith 
labels of the name of the plant and the 
year of the gathering.

Meeting of the American Penological

"Therefore, in consideration of litis 
fact, and also of the fact that there is a 
small crop of fruit in many parts of our 
•country, the undersigned, by and with 
the advice of the Executive Committee 
and other leading Nomologists, does 
hereby postpone end defer the meet- 
ing of said society to the year A. D. 1n;7, 
when due notice will be given for its as- 
sembling, in the aforesaid city of St. 
Louis. 

A Cokn Choi-.— The Harrodsburg Tel- 
egraph says : It is estimated that the 
corn crop of Pennsylvania will reach 
this year nearly 10,060,000 bushels, that 
the average yield per acre will l>e in the 
neighlx»rhood of thirty-three bushels, 
although in some localities ;i> many as 
one hundred bushels wil be grown on a 
single acre. There ore several count ic- 
in the State- where the average product 
Will l>e over 4<» bushels per acre.

A horticultural friend has called our 
attention to the following paragraph, 
which has been "going the rounds" of 
the American press. As autumn is the 
MOOOn in which is performed a gnat 
deal of the labor connected with the 
propagation of many kinds of fruits by 
cuttings, and a- w inter tt the period in 
w hich the ope ration of grafting Is almost 
universally perfo rm ed, we defer for an- 
other we e k w hat we had intended to say 
upon the subject of deep plowing this, 
and give expression to the thoughts that 
pass through our minds on Bid reading 
this bungling paragraph— a< awkward in 
its p hroooo l o gy as it is false In the state- 
ment w hich it so pretendingly sets forth : 

"Grafting Fruit Tkeks.— An in- 
teresting discovery has been made in 
France', with regard to grafting fruit 
tree-. Instead of making uoe of a graft, 
a slip is taken from an apple tree, for ex- 
ample, and planted in a potatoe, so that 
a couple of inches of the slip remains 
visible. It soon takes root, develops 
itself, and finally becomes a handsome 
tree, bearing fine fruit. Thi s method is 
due to a Bohemian gardener." 

This is only "Monsieur Vonooneonie 
again," after a somewhat longer sleep 
than usual, in the shape of a " Bohemi- 
an gareleuer." The " method » here 
spoken of as new, is probablv as old as 
human ignorance of the laws of vegeta- 
tion. More than thirty years ago, cer- 
tainly, it was taught to us by our good 
mother, the daughter of a " Jersey farm- 
er,"— and boyish experiments proved it 
to be the poorest lesson in vegetable 
physiology that she ever gave u<. At 
ambient times and in radons forms 
and pi e ce s , we have met with it since, 
but we have never yet heard of the first 
nood it has ever done in any branch of 
Horticulture. As it now appears with 
French and Bobemion feature-, it is no 
better than it wis before. Always a 
humbug, it i- beeoming In addition on 
impostor. 

There is no doubt that some sort of 
cuttings— a--, fat instance, currants, 
goooeberries end panes-— will vegetate, 
strike root, and make healthy growth, if 
treated in the way here reeeommendecL 
They w ill do so hi gpite >,/ potato ca- 
sing, however — not in consequence of It, 
The rootlets of incipient fruit trees <;,, 
nor feed on potatoes either raw or eo iked, 
but on nutrative properties existing in 
soluble forms in warm, mellow, moist 
fertile earth. The potatoe is not earth-but 
a very small portion <»f it ever becomes 
earths— end consequently it is not the nat- 
ural or the congenial thing for slips of 
fruit trees or bushes to strike root in. 

Just look at the process of " striking," 
as it shows it-elf in the ease of most 
slips. The first appearance is thai of a 
auras on the lower end of the cutting, 
or end inserted in the earth. The next 
i- that of a circle of small w hite knuck- 
les protruding from between the WOcd 
and the outer bark of the cutting. Af- 
ter this come the long, thread-like root- 
lets — not, now, only from the t ml of the 
cutting, but protndlng through the bark, 
on all Bides, for several Inches above. 
Does anybody see anything in this pio- 
0000 which would be' promoted by the 
end of the cutting being stuck into a 
haul, cold, watery potato? The thing i- 
ahnost too ridiculous to be dwelt upon 
for a moment. Nevertheless, it is in the 
newspapers again, "going the- rounds" 
far and wide, and as nobody else is 
knocking it on the he-ad we must. 

Seventy-live per cent, of the potato Is 
merely water — and water not in the best 
state to be useful to any plant. The 
other twenty-five per cent, is full of food 
for plants, but then it is not in a state of 
□reparation. It must ferment, decom- 
pose, crumble to minute particles, rot, 
and mix with the soil about it — for we 
suppose the French-Bohemian "method" 
contemplates that the potato, after re- 
ceiving the end of the slip or cutting, 
shall itself be inserted in the earth, al- 
though nothing of the sort is said — 
before it can furnish the food requisite 
for the young plant. The striking of cut- 
tings, then, instead of being promoted by 
the potato, hi absolutely delayed by its 
pr e s en ce — though in many instance's, 
owing to the tenacity of life which the 
cutting possesses, and te» its native dispo- 
sition to grow, at both bottom and top, 
wherever it has warmth and air ami suit- 
able moisture, the- delay is not for any 
great length of time. We doubt, how- 
ever, whether in any instance so good a 
start is obtained by a cutting Inserted in 
a potato before being put Into the ground, 
as by one Insetted directly into the 
ground without the Intermediation of a 
clammy case of water and starch. 

The proper thing in which to Insert 
-lips or cuttings of fruit trees or bushes, 
is a light, rich, deep, mellow garden 
mould, warm and moist. And as the 
present tea proper period. In this latitude, 

ibr such work, we feel inclined lo go a 
little further than our friend requested, 
and give some directions for Ihe perform- 
ance of i hi- operation — (not w ith refer- 
ence to "apple slips," as mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph about the an- 
cient new "method," for BO horticulturist 
is so stupid OS to expect to dispense with 
the process of grafting, and fill hi- nur-e- 
ry rows and the orchards of his customers 
with apple trees grown from cuttings] — 
which is one of great Importance In the 
propagation of varieties of fruits. 

Cuttings may be taken oil' almost any 
time after the te rminal bud of the live 
or bush to be grown from is fully found, 
but will be better ibr being left on the 
parent trunk or root until the leaf shall 
have fallen. So BOOtJ as thi* takes place, 
(avoiding weather that is very frosty,] 
take eft* your cuttings from ten to twdtve 
inches long, and make a smooth square 
cut at the end to be inserted in the 
greund. If more time than a few hours 
to to pass before they can be planted, 
they BM better belaid upon clean ground 
and have two or three inches of fresh soil 
thrown over them. 

When you are ready to plant, in such 
soil as described above, lay down jour 
garden line ami prepare furrows', or 
trenches, about eight inches dec]) and 
the width of an ordinary spade. Make 
one of the sides or shoulders of these 
trenches perfectly true, and nearly per- 
pendicular. In ibis place your cutting-, 
Leaving them against the t rue shoulder, 
With the lower end of each resting upon 
mellow soil at the bottom They w ill do 
well six Inches apart, and not suffer by 
being put as close to each other as three 
or four Inches. When a trench is filled 
out with cuttings, throw in carefully two 



or three bushes of the soft that had been 
taken from it, and tramp it down firmlv 
with the foot, by walking along the side 
of the trench opposite to that against 
which the cuttings lean. This will secure 
them in their places so w ell that the w in- 
ter's freezing and thawing will not draw 
them out. This done, fill in the rest of 
the soil lightly, not trampling it at all, 
and level oftVleaving the top of the cut- 
tings, when all is finished, from two to 
three inches above the surface of the 
ground. The rows may be twelve to fif- 
teen Inches apart, but can be more con- 
veniently worked, and the plants will 
doubtless make a better and stronger 
growth, if eighteen or twenty inches be 
given between. 

We have never seen better voung 
quince lives, grape vines, and currant 
and gooseberry bushes, than such as 
have been produced In this way — the 

cuttings bemg taken from the parent 

tree, vine or bush, the latter part ofOeto- 
ber or the beginning of November, and 
immediately placed in the nursery in the 
manner we have described. Some cut- 
tings which are planted in this way the 
closing week of October last year, we had 
occasion to remove in making some 
change in the arrangement of our 
grounds the following April, and on tak- 
ing them up We found them already fur- 
nished with numerous rootlets, many of 
them two and half to three mcAea Umn. 
although not a single bud on the Upper 
end Of the slip was yet tipped with 

green ! 

Down in tlie rich, warm trenches, 
(where no rem potatoes were found, but 
in their stead a mellow and generous 
soil,) the cuttings had been "striking 
root" all through the winter; and BO soon 
as April showers or May sunshine visited 
the two or three inches' of their tops that 
were e>ut of the ground, they burst freely 
into leaf, and .grew with the greatest 
luxuriance. 

But not by this process, any more than 
by the French-Bonemlau "potato meth- 
od," can "handsome apple trees " be pro- 
duced, "bearing fine fruit." Some of the 
original crab stocks, into which nursery- 
men work grafts from choice trees for the 
purpose of dwarfing them, are grown 
from cuttings; but the improved apple 
tree, which supplies fruit lit for use, does 
not "strike" freely — very rarely, indeed, 
strikes at all — tin. I any person who, with 
a view of getting clear of the labor of 
regular grafting, ttdies -lips from such a 
tree, and plants them In a potato, will 
have his tabor for his pains, but nothing 

more. 

Spring planting of cuttings, In the 
manner we have described, is successful, 
and much more common than Fall plant- 
ing; but we have always regarded the 
latter as far preferable, w hich it must be 
acknowledged to be, when it i- found 
that at the lime when the spring-planted 
cutting is just about to be put Into the 
ground the fall-planted cutting is well 
rooted, and immediately begins to open 
its leaves and throw out vigorous shoo;-.

The Corn Crcp— A Great Y/e&ItL 

The crop of Indian corn in the Unite 
siate-sin 1880, according to the census 
returns, was 238,792.740 bushels. Vast 
as was this yield, it bids fair to be lai' ely 
exceeded the current year. From the In- 
creased breadth of the land under culti- 
vation, and the generally favorable sea- 
son, it is estimated that the crop of 1866 
w ill reach 1,000,000,000 bushels, worth, at 
sixty eents per bushel, $600,000,000. This 
is truly a great wealth, and it Is difficult 
to place a limit to the production of this 
cereal in our broad domain. It grows m 
abundance from Maine to Texas, though 
nourishing with greater luxuriance in 
the Western states, side by side with 
wheat, where it waves its' tassels and 
grows golden over the prairies and broad 
Aeida, reminding one forcibly of incipient 
forests. Bmad OS tire' our a cres , and ex- 
tended our agricultural territory, there 
are few sections where corn can not be 
profitably grown, while In most parts its 
production is enormous. The Commis- 
sioner of Agricultural reports the corn 
Clop of the single State of Illinois in 1865 

as 177, (K>o,K<)7 bushels, or nearly one-third 
of the entire crop of the country in 1865, 
which was 562,071,104 bushels. The cul- 
tivation of the corn crop, too, is attended 
with much less difficulty than it was fif- 
teen or twenty yean ago. The skill of 
invention and the hand of mechanic art 
have Contributed largely to this result. 
There is not now that absolute need for 
careful manuel husbandry which was 

deemed essential to former years, in the 
leading producing stab's, land well plow- 
ed, planted by machinery with a man and 
team at the rate of many acres per da y, 
and worked twice with an Improved cul- 
tivator, is all that is now required, be- 
sides a good season, to insure' a teeming 
harvest. In consideration of its utility" 
the corn crop Is scarcely second tothat 
of any other Ann rieaa staple. It hi val- 
uable for food, and Is not only thus huge- 
ly employed at home, but' is annually 
used more and more in Great Britian 
and Ireland and elsewhere abroad. It 
makes the best <>f food for stock: is used 
loan enormous extent for the distillation 
of spirits, and it is claimed that a pro- 
cess has been discovered whereby it can 
be eon verted Into sugar. In addition to 
the use .- to which the grain can thus be 
turned, the stalks make excellent winter 
fodder, and return to the soil as much in 
the shape of fertilizing material, perhaps, 
as they take from it. 

Thus, y c . ar a f ter year, the area of this 
gn at wealth enlarges, and it is difficult 
to say what untold millions are vet des- 
tined to be fed with the cereal from the 
lap of American agriculture. Let him 
who dreams of "a ruined country" look 
to its wonderful reaourees, and believe, if 
he can, that a land so infinitely endowed 
In natural wealth, and a people with 
such Indomitable enterprise, can fail to 
make rapid strides in everything which 
pertains to material progress.

Interesting Lectures by Prof. H. G. 
Eastman, of Poughkeepsie, Nev; 
York. 

In C1lfcm>i recently, PftaC H. O. East- 
man, of Poughkeepsie. X. Y., delivered 
■ very intorestin.ir and instructive lecture 
on the science of "Advertising, and how- 
to <lo it meeeaaftdly." 

The lecturer jrave much ral—Wn in- 
struction feo Hwn v i>himr ti> a<lvcrti<". 
and showed that advertising t:> he suc- 
cessful must he frequent, generous, and 
well e.m-idercd. 

The following i- an outline of the 
speech: 

Pn»f. Ka-tman opened his lecture by 
saying that advertising VM not a com- 
mon siil'jcct for lectures. Few would 
undertake to say much alnwt this suh- 
ject. But advertising WM not properly 
taught. There was not over three men 
in the United States who thoroughly un- 
derstood advertising. Men who could 
advertise a haziness p rope rty oowld al- 
ways g' t good salaries. There were 
tho'usands at the moment he was speak- 
ing wlio were endeavoring to write a 
proper advertisement for the morning 
papers. But the proper method of ad- 
vertising could be given in four words. 
Four words could explain it. The prin- 
ciple contained in those four words was 
that which had made men rich hy its 
practice. The ad\ erti-iiig man of Stew- 
art got 822,000 for his talent in this re- 
sjKH-t. But that $22,000 spent for a good 
adverti-er got $100,000 in return. 

There bl a great deal of talk altout ad- 
vertising men — that they are hunihugs — 
Ramnm hum hugs; bal was any man 
who visited Barnum'a Museum, and paid 
theiel'or twenty-live cents, w illing to aay 
that he had any worse mu-euni hecaiise 
be ailverti-ed ft so will? One of the 
bjMgaftt pencil manufacturers in the 
world had succecde<l hy advertising. 
Thi- HUUI lived in Pari-. At lir-t he was 
■■urn rriiflil in hi- buainoaa, although he 
made better pencils than any one else, 
hut at la<t he advertised in every po—i- 
Ue way he could think of that would 
create an excitement, ami finally became 
one of the largest manufacture! - of pen- 
cil- in the world. But he made good 
pencil-, and people MOO became aware 
of ft 

All the large bminew booses in this 

country advert i-e hugely, and spend ini- 
mense smoonts of money for that pur- 
pose. The Metropolitan Hotel was ad- 
vertised by i;s nodding. That pudding 
was put upon the bote] table and it at- 
tracted the attention of the guests and 
was worth to the establishment a hun- 
dred thousand dollar

The lec- 
turer -aid la' would not give him the 
money, hut he would advertise for him, 
and promised hini that if the advert!- big 

did not succeed be would pay the ex- 
s and the twenty-live dollars he- 
He requested toe young man to 
his room and write an advertise- 1 from ithe

The result was a full house. 

To succeed in business men must be 
honest. The lecturer had never known 
men to Mlcceed unless they were holiest. 

Everything must be good that would 
succeed. 

The proper way to advertise was to ad- 
vertise only one article at once. As for 
Instance, advertiseSugar — Sugar — Sugar. 
People would have their attention at- 
tracted by that one word, and tin y would 
buy sugar. The insult would he that a 
large sugar business would be established. 
But If people advertised all they had got 

to sell they would not be read. Thi- WM 
so with everything. 

If your business w as a dry goods busi- 
ness, silk- or some other article must be 
advertised, and that alone. An excite- 
ment most bo gotten up, then business 
would follow. 

Another rule for succosful advertising 
was to advertise in the be>t place in a 
newspaper, no matter what it might 
cost. The advertisement must be in a 
conspicuous place, or it would not suc- 
ceed. Merchants in Europe beat us in 
advertising. They frequently pay over 
$100,000 a year for advertisements. Stew- 
art, of New York, advertised hi- cotton 
goods all over the Union. His cotton 

goods alone were advertised, and it 
brought him immense returns. Mr. 
Bonner once went to Mr. Bennet, the ed- 
itor of 7'//' Hi W York Herald, and asked 
him if he could have three pages in the 
morrow'- paper for his advertisement of 
Tin L< tl<i< /■. The answer was yes, if he 
would pay double rate- he might have as 
much as he pleased. Upon w hich Mr. 
Bonner Said he would have the whole 
paper. The consequence was that the 
Whole paper had nothing but Bonner's 
advertisement in it. 

On one page in large letter-, it was 
stated that an article written by Henry 
Ward Beecher would be in Tht Ledger; 
ami so on through the whole eight pages. 
Mr Bonner did not advertise all he had 
to sell, but only attracted attention to 
77;' Ledger. 

People who wished to succeed must 
use their brain-: they must not depend 
upon manual work. Advertise, and a 

thousand men could he got directly for 
labor on the streets — because everyone 
could do it. But advertise for telegraph 
company presidents, college presidents, 
etc., ana few would answer the adver- 
tisement. Young men must cultivete 
their Intellect. Simply a good hand- 
writing would not Insure success. Mr. 
Bonner bought The Ledger for $300, 
when it had a circulation of only one 
hundred and seventy-five. He went to 
see Mr. Bainum, to consult what was the 
best plan for advertising. They at Last 
Axed upon a plan, which was t > have a 
story written especially for the purpose, 
and printed in every paper In the State 
of New York, in cities, and town-, and 

villages. The Dame of the story was the 
"Gunmaker of Moscow." The first part 
of this story was put into every paper on 
the same Saturday morning. At tic end 
of part first it stated that it wouldbe 
continued in the New York 7.- dgt r, \ ub- 
lished by Bonner. The story was cop- 
ied into' Massachusetts papers, thence 
into those of other state-, and Mr. Bon- 
nersoon become one of the richest pub- 
llsherstnthe l'nited State-. The great 
advantage of having a huge column ad- 
vertisement in a paper was that it cover- 
ed other advertisement — people could 
uot help seeing it. 

But advertisements must be frequent 
— a single advertisement would have no 
i :. They must be repeated until the 
oani • of the advertiser becomes well 
known. 



naturally gallant as well as desirous of 
pleasing thr whole family, never failed 
to procure three bouquets. As he had no- 
thing except his pay as*a second lieuten- 
ant, this was rather expensive, but he 
bore it with great philosophy, only say- 
ing in a joking way that it was hard to 
court three girls for one wife. Months 
passed on, when one bright afternoon hi' 
rode up pale and breathless, and cried out 
as he approached, "Pierce, old boy, make 
me six bouquets, and don't spare pains 
or expense.

Robert K. Lee Is the son of Gen. Hen- 
ry Lee, of revolutionary memory, whose 
mother, the beautiful Mi-s Grimes, was 
Washington's first love, and whom he 
celebrated as the "Lowland beauty/' 
Henry Lee was a member of Congress 
when Washington died, and was appoint- 
ed to pronounce the funeral oration. In 
the peroration of this address be spoke 
the well-known sentence: "First in war, 
first in peace, and first in the hearts of 
his countrymen.'' He is said to have 
been destitute of moral principle, and 
was dissipated ami improvident. He 
died at Cumberland Island. Georgia, in 
1818, h aving his son, Rohert, a lad OJ ten 
years, who graduated at West Point in 
1829, and held successively every rank 
up to a Colonel. 

After the thundeijof the cannon at Port 
Sumter had aroused the nation, Colonel 
Lee entered upon the rebellion. Just live 
days before our soldiers crossed Long 
Bridge, Mrs. Tee, reluctantly obeying the 
repeated summons from her husband, 
rode away from her home, accompanied 
by her daughters, Agnes and Annie, and 
her oldest son, Custis. The farewell 
scenes are represented as exceedingly 
painful. . Weeping bitterly, she went 
from room to room, and as the recollec- 
tions of the beautiful poet came to her 
mind, of her happy childhood home, of 
tile place where her children were horn, 
and her mother and farther died and 
were buried, she could not restrain her 
grief, ami bursting into open lamentation 
declared that it was hard that she, the 
only grandchild of "Washington, should

— Tnat 
would not do, the lecturer told him; the

19 Pine Street, Attorney and Counsellor 
:it Law," the nrnaane being in huge let- 
ters, the initials very small, the "attor- 
ney and counsellor at law " in very huge 
letters. Tim-, lite prominent fact was 
that there was a man named Hates, and 
he was an attorney and counsellor at law. 
This attracted attention, and after a 
w hile his name became well know n, ami 
because well-known, its owner was sup- 1 
posed to be a good lawyer. The result 
was that this Mr. Bates, of 10 Pine street, 
w now i. Me of the most wealthy law- 
yers of St. Louis. 

But whatever was advertised, no mat- 
ter what it was, must l»e of the best Molal- 
ity. Thai wan the oaoe with the Paris 
pencil man; this was the Base w ith Bar- 
naul's Mu-cum. Another example of 
this was the su c c e s s <>f Mr Barnum. Mr. 
Barnum paid $800 for bis museum with 
a debt of^ $8,000 upon it. The man to 
whom the money was due, once visiting 
Barnum. found him eating a eold dinner, 
m l was told by him that he should eat 
only cold dinners till the $8,000 was paid. 
Mr' Barnum thought of advertising, and 
finally hit upon the follow ing plan: He 
employed a number of painters, making 
them promise not t<> say anything ahout 
wha' he wa< going to do, and ordered 
them to paint pictures of all thean i m a h 
inthe country, and a few that never were 
Ui any country. These were one night 
-tuck all over the front of the building. 
When people came past it in the morn- 
ing they w ondered where they had all 
come from: and before the day waa over 
the museum was crowded. And tins was 

repeated day after day, when at last he 

saw several* thousand outside unable to 
• et in. lb' then made a passage to Ann 
Bet, and advertised that he had "an 
I nmr in hk museum, which drew 
•■reater crow ds than ever, w hom he show- 
ed through the egress to Ann street. 

In Poughkeep-ie the sj»eakergot a man 
to deliver a lecture at his college. Peo- 
ple said that it would not succeed— it 
would not draw an audience. But he 
w as dctermihed to have an audience; and 
never failed. The tickets were put at a 
high price to create an excitement. 1 lien 
he went to a printer and ordered him to 
mint a lot of tickets with the simple word 
mkm upon it. This created an excite- 
ment People could not understand it, 
and asked of each other, and of the print- 
er what it meant; but the answer was 
everywhere the same— no one knew what 
jt meant. The next day an announee-

Arlington House, which was evidently 
built on the plan of Mount Vernon, hav- 
ing:; broad piazza supported by massive 
pillars, and a wide hall extending the en- 
tire length, has been snipped of its num- 
1 1. rlesa article • of vertu. The paintings 
have nearly all disappeared, the furni- 
ture Btolen or destroyed, an 1 a mere 
handful of books remain of what was 
once a valuable and extensive library. 
Vandal hands have not spare ! even the 
marble tombstones placed over the 
graves of Mr. and Mrs. Custis; but they 
have been chipped and marred by relic 
hunters and curiosity mongers. Nothing 
has seemed to e-cape an indiscriminate 
theft, and the keeper now stationed there 
declares that he one day discovered a 
visitor trying to carry away as a trophy 
one of the huge pillars Upholding the pi- 
azza. 

In the Immediate vicinity of the man- 
sion house, three hundred ' acre- <.*' land 
have been permanently appropriated by 
our Government as a cemetery, ami the 
plateau is now, and ever w ill he, the rest- 
ing place of the patriot dead. Ten thou- 
and soldiers who died in or near Wash- 
ington have been buried here. The grave 

of each is neatly marked bya wooden 
atabj painted white, having, at a little dis- 
tance, the appearance of marble, and In- 
scribed with the name of the deceased, 
with his ( ompany and regiment.

A< the Mount Vernon estate then pass- 
ed to Bushrod Washington., young Custia 
built the Arlington mansion, and having 
married Mary Lee Fit/hugh, of Chatham, 
Va., resided there till his decease in 1867. 
Mrs. Custis died In 1858, and was buried 
in a sequestered grove near the house, 
having requested that her body might 
not be carried to Mount Vernon. It waa 
the desire of Mr. Custis, and he had so 
ciproaaod it In his will, that they both 
should be buried there; but the idea of 
being carried so far was not p lea sa nt to 
her. and her wish was respected. When 
Mr. Custis died, his body was placed at 
her side; a huge number of persona testi- 
fying by their presence their respect and 
reverence for the deceased. Four daugh- 
ters were born to them, all of w hom died j tw enty months

The Cotton Tax- -Official Circular. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
baa just Issued a circular containing im- 
portant regulations concerning the weigh- 
ing and marking of cotton, the assess- 
ment and collection of tax, and the re- 
moval of cotton under bond. It recites 
the section of the act passed July 18, in 
accordance with which tliecoinmissioner 
•ays the place for weighing will be desig- 
nated hy bim from time to time. The fees 
for weighing and marking will be fixed by 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
and must in all cases l>e paid by the pro- 
ducer, owner, or holder of the cotton for 
whom the work is done. 

in order to prevent confusion in the as- 
sessment and collection of the tax on cot- 
ton, after the same has been weighed and 
marked, eat h assessor is required to keep 
an account with each person for whom 
cotton has been weighed, similar to the 
account now kept with manufacturers of 
the goods produced by them monthly. 
This account will he debited with the 
quantity of cotton weighed and marked 
for each producer or ow ner, and be cred- 
ited with the quantity transported be- 
yond the limits of the district in bond 
under permit granted by the assessor, or 
removed upon payment of the tax, as al- 
.-o with the quantity, if any, soli! anil de- 
livered to any manufacturer or manufac- 
turing company for consumption In the 
district. 

The commissioner prescribes the rules 
under which the removal of cotton from 
one district to another may be made. 
Where parties are desirous of paying the 
tax on their cotton before removal from 
the district where the same is produced, 
they wel be required to make a return to 
the assessor or an assistant assessor of 
the dii trict 

Upon receipt of the return, the assessor 
or assistant assessor to whom it Is deli- 
vered will Immediately proceed to assess 
the tax upon the cotton mentioned there- 
in, and will at once certify the amount 
thereof to the collector and make the re- 
q ill i i ntry in his mouldy list. 

The provisions for collecting the tax are 
as follows: Upon receipt of the assessor's 
certificate, the collector w ill at once col- 
lect th" i tx and will thereupon Issue hi> 
permit for the removal of the eotton: 
w hich permit must state the amount and 
payment of the tax, the time and place 
of payment, and the marks, numbers, 
and gross weight of the bales or pack- 
ages, so that the same may at all times 
be fully Identified. The blank permit 
will be furnished from the office or Inter- 
nal Revenue for this purpose. Whenever 
the tax i - paid, the usual metallic tag or 
mark is to be fastened on the bale. The 
commissioner directs the returns to be 
made at stated periods by the cotton 
manufacturers. Finally, he "warns all per- 
sons against the transportation of cotton, 
unless the mark indicating that the Rev- 
enue tax has been paid is attached to 
each bale.

To have the right kind of amusement's, 
such as will have a refining and eleva- 
ting tendency, will be some inducement 
for them to prefer Louisville, as a place 
to visit, to any of the other Western 
cities. 

We understand that a number of the 
most brilliant stars in the histrionic pro- 
fession have been engaged, and will ap- 
pear, from time to time, during the sea- 
son; but, during the intervals of their com- 
ing, pray let us have our excellent dra- 
matic company exhibiting their talents 
in some other line than in delineating 
the character of thieves, cut-throats, and 
female adventurers. 

The House of Refuge. 

A few evening! since we paid a visit to 
this interesting and Important institu- 
tion. It is situated a three minutes drive 
beyond Broadway, on what a few yean 
since was a portion of the subaqueous 
suburbs of our city, but which is now be- 
ing rapidly reclaimed and about which 
the Briarean arms of Louisville's growth 
are rapidly extending. 

The House of Refuge was established 
in 1855, by ordinance of t he ( reneral ( !oun- 
cil, rawed by the unanimous vote of the 
people. A tract of land, sixty acres in 
extent, was purchased by the city for 
$60,000, from which ten acres were set 
aside for the purpose of I House of Refuge. 
This institution was designed as a domi- 
cile for tho-e incorrigible youths, between 
six and sixteen, who it would be injudi- 
cious to confine in a common penal jail. 
Here it i< proposed to educate them to 
good trades, and so far as the inculcation 
of habits of industry and morality could 
prevail, to reclaim them from the path 
of wickedness. 

The building, which is a very complete 
one in all respects, and is architecturally 
an ornament, was modeled after similar 
institutions In other cities, with such ad- 
ditions and improvements as experience 
and the talent of the architect suggested. 

The basement Of the building is occu- 
pied with the engine and wash rooms, 
bak er ies , laundries, coal-houses and sim- 
ilar apartments. Upon the lirst iloor are 
the offices, and above the rooms of the 
Superintendent and other employees. 

The dormitories of the inmates are 
large and perfectly ventilated, furnished 
with handsome iron bedsteads and neat, 
comfortable bedding. 

In the school room a large number of 
the boys are engaged in pursuing their 
studies, and we are pleased to hear of 
their progress in the rudiments of educa- 
tion. The majority, since their admis- 
sion into the institution, have learned to 
read, and advanced somewhat in the ele- 
mentary branches. 

Considerable time is devoted to labor, 
and the boys manufacture the greater 
portion of their own clothing. In some 
rooms were boys employed in learning 
the tailor's business, and the introduction 
of the shoe mannfaetring business is con- 
templated by the hoard. So far as is 
l*>ssiblc, the institution is to be rendered 
self-sustaining. 

The morals of the boys is necessarily a 
matter of the highest moment, and receive 
the earnest consideration of all. Religion 



in the reviving Southern trade, there 
is no one branch in which the city of 
Louisville is more interested than in the 
manufaeture and sale of iron. As allied 
to this, we must briefly menton the house 
of Nauts, Reamer A Owens. The firm is 
composed of young and enterprising men, 

who, In the duty of helping themselves, 
also aid our city. We yesterday passed 
through their establishment. They are 
the agents for, and interested in, the ex- 
tensive Rolling Mill of hragdon, Ford «fc 
Co., New Albany, who are engaged in 
the manufacture of 11 great variety of iron. 
The stock of the Louisville firm is large 
and excellent. 

In the cellar we were shown various 
s<itiat heavy anvils, whose bulky mass- 
iveness disdains the upper air. Associa- 
ted with these, In an iron-ical talk, were 
wagon boxes, kegs of nails, with quanti- 
ties of heavy iron work. On the seeond 
floor we found blscksmiths' vices, wagon 
boxes, wagon springs of every number 
and variety of leaf, from that of the 
heaviest springed vehicle to the light 
buggy; among other things, a "tire 
shrinker," — a patent to be used by black- 
smiths to save the trouble of cutting and 
welding a loosened tire. These, with 
hammers and blacksmiths' tools, com- 
prised the main part of the stock in the 
cellar and on the second floor. This in- 
cludes, of course, iron axle arms, thimble 
skein 1m»xcs, horse-shoe nails, horseshoes 
— In short, all that is used in blacksmi th- 
ing and wagon-making. 

The materia] used about steamboats 
and railroads, such as anchors, ropes and 
cordage, oakum, for caulking, etc.. be- 
side- railroad iron, is a part of their stock. 

The main trade of this Arm is of course 
in Kentucky. They sell tit Cincinnati 
prices, and En one instance a gentleman 
from Georgia Informed us that their 
prices were ten dollars a tun lower for 
eastings than in Cincinnati. The Ken- 
tucky merchants, dealers In iron, black- 
smith-, <k<-., have already found out the 
advantage of trading with Louisville 
forms, and Messrs. Nauts, Reamer & 
Owens are very popular with them. In 
addition to the state trade they do an ex- 
tensive business till down the Nashville 
railroad, and In Georgia, Alabama, Miss- 
issippi and Arkansas. Their Northern 
trade- is in Indiana and Illinois princi- 
pally.

I from the fact that money will not command 
there more than 4@5 per cent., whilst the bonds 
pay about BJB Many anticipate higher prices, 
asT-30c at Ui and 5-20s will pay 8 per cent, inter- 
est. The European demand continues, large 
orders coming from Paris, where hut few have 
been held heretofore. This fact, in spite of our 
continued heavy imports, has affected foreign 
exchange, in our favor, to such an extent that 
gold is now being shipped from Europe to New 
York, in considerahle amounts. Under these 
circumstances the gold market is weak and 
drooping. The premium will probably continue 
to decline, should the return of gold contin- 
ue. The market here is quite active,. Conside- 
rable amounts being bought by the brokers at 
4 .1 percent, below New York quotations and 
shipped to that point for sale.

Baatnaai fMtag the past week hasexhibit.ida 
gratifying improvement in every aeaaftawot 
of trade, merchants from various portions of 
Kentucky, from Tennessee. Alabama, Mississip- 
pi and Arkansas have been in the market, have 
t< hi ii>l the stocks ample, terms satisfactory, and 
have purchased larii.-ly. Merchants from the 
cotton (irowini; states as a gaBMBBj thing, give, fa- 
vorable accounts of the cotton crop, anil the 
gloomy forbodiims in regard to the aggregate 
yield, ana giving way to more hopeful and cheer- 
ing prosp.-ets. A> yet, however.estiiiiates arc con- 
flicting. Parties professing to havesui>erior op- 
portunities and facilities for arriving at an ap- 
proximately correct conclusions, are so wi.le 
apart in their views as to rentier them at little 
svJm — and it will be several weeks yet l>efore 
the cou nt ry will lie able to settle down ui«»n 
a basis which will justify transactions of any 
considerable magnitude predicated upon cotton. 
The tobacco crop was never more promising— 
from every portion of the country, accounts are 
most clieering and this state of things is pecu- 
liarly applicable to the crop in Kentucky. The 
wheat snap of the Xorthweet is beginning to 
come forward and the accumulations in the 
markets of the country will, it is believed, be 
sufficient to break down the combinations of 
sjieculators who have, thus far, been able to 
keep prices enormously above what is warranty 
ai by the present or prospective demand, at 
home or abroad. In view of these circumstan- 
ces i lie general impression in commercial circles 
is that the fall trade of the country will l>e very 
heavy, and we are happy to state that the mer- 
chants of this city are fully prepared for the de- 
mand. 

BBT GOOeB have undergone no tpiotable 
change .luting the week. The demand has 
been scisonably active, and the sales embrace 
the full range of goods in demand at this season 
of the year. The sttx-ks are large and complete, 
with fresh accessions arriving daily. The fol- 
lowing in regard to the New York Dry Goods 
market we take from the Journal of Comni Tce 
I of the 2nd inst.: 

I Tlie we.-k opened witli a steady demand for all 
seas onable goods and trade was nourishing until 
checked in many quarters by the increased pre- 
tension of hoku is. It is said thai manufactur- 
er-, finding that their goods srere beginning to 
move, wrote or telearaphed to their agent* a! 
onee to put up prices. Not iiing can be more sn- 
i< Idal, unless the stoppage of business is tin- 
thin i t<> be d. sired. The true policy in all such 
cases is to let the Bow <>i I cade go on. clearing off 
a portion at least ol the aocumulated stock and 

allowing pric s to work upwards by the compe- 
tition among buyers. To cluck an opening trade 
by advancing the season's prises the moment 
demand appears, is the way to choke the activity 
and throw a paralysis over business from which 
i! Is Slow to recover. Some have seen the folly 
Of this a I ready and have gracefully dropped back 
to old rates. Others are holding on to the rise 
and will live to repent it. 

Foreign Goods — The market shows increased 
animation, anil most descriptions of British and 
Continental productions are in good demand. 
The stock of desirable goods in the hands of Im- 
porters is not excessive and of really choice styles 
is in limited supply. Fine merinoes and mous- 
s' lain delaines are taken freely at firm prices; 
all-wool plaids in high colors are in favor and 
easily distributed at remunerating rates; black 
and colored silks are in better request and the 
b.-M quality are taken at some advance above the 
early quotations. Woolens generally are not 
ran active, although flnegrades of cloths, cassi- 
meres and overcoatings move a little more free- 
ly; black and colored alpacas sell at some im- 
provement in rates. British prints and bleached 
cottons have maintained prices; millinery vel- 
vets, silks and bonnet trimmings are In demand, 
but the season is not sufficiently advanced for 
t he greatest activity in this class of goods. The 
offerings at auction during the week have been 
more numerous and attractive; buyers have 
taken hold with a better spirit and prices gener- 
ally showe d an advance upon those obtained at 
the opening supply. 

BOOTS AND SHOES.— There has been a steady 
increase of the value of trade during the past 
week, and dealers express themselves as well 
satisfied with the present and prospective de- 
mand. Trices, though not quotably higher than 
last week., are firm, while advices from the East, 
and the tendency of the leather market are in- 
dicative of full prices for the balance of the 
season. 

t I.tiTHING— Dealers and manufacturers are 
fully prepared with stocks, ample in eve; y de- 
partment, for the demand, which has already 
commenced, and which now promises more than 



usual activity. Prices, compared with those 
which ruled last fall, are fully M j>cr cent, 
lower. 

DRUGS, MEDICINES PAINT, OILS, ETC. 
In no department of tratle have we noticed a 
greater act j vet y than in this. Prices have under- 
gone scarcely any change during the week. Lin- 
seed oil, owing to the advance in flaxseed, is a 
Shade higher, as also quinine. 

GROCERIES— While prices have undergone 
but slight quotable change, the market has ex- 
hibited more activity, with an improved con- 
sumptive demand. Hard sugars continue to 
range from l~^i^lS%e, as between round and job- 
bing lots. Yellow sugars from 12^c, for low 
grade, to 15%c for circle C; Demarara sugars are 
help at from W</a l7v; Porto Rico l.^&KJc. Rio 
coffee ranges from 23c, for common, to 2934c for 
strictly prime. 

In New York prices of sugar and coffee have 
shown a declining tendency for several days 
past, owing, doubtless to the unsettled and 
drooping condition of gold. The influence, 
whatever it may be in New York, has scarcely 
been felt here, and the market closes firm. 
Cheese is steady at 17@17%c for Western Reserve 
and Hamburg. Cotton yarns have advanced 
during the week, with an improved demand. 
We quote standard yarns No. 500 at EMQUBfe. 
Flaxseed is firm and in good demand at S2 73. 
Beeswax is lower, we quote at SBBSBk Feathers 
we quote at 7&&80, but the market is weaker and 
prices will hardly be sustained. In seeds we no- 
tice a slight advance on most descriptions; tim- 
othy, however, is lower; clover steady. 

FLOUR AND MEAL.— There has been a good 
local demand for flour during during tin- week 
and prices have t>een fully maintained and the 
market closes steady at quotations. The mar- 
ket is amply supplied with meal and prices 
have undergone no quotable change. Sales dur- 
ing the week have assumed considerahle magni- 
tude at TO^ayae for lxdted. 

BAGGING AND ROPE— The demand has fall- 
en off considerably during the week and prices, 
though not quotably lower, are weaker; and, on 
round lots, concessions could doubtless be ob- 
tained. Sales of India during the week have 
been made at Bht The demand is chiefly for 
plantation account, on orders. The estimates 
ate that there is a large deficiency in bale rope, 
the stocks now in the country not being more 
than sufficient for 300,000 hales of cotton. The 
stock of hemp la much reduced and dealers who 
have watched the course of events narrowly an- 
ticipate a large advance upon present price- in 
October, when the consumptive demand will be 
at its liighth. 

LEATHER*— The market is steady, with an 
Improved demand, and prices have an upward 
tendency. 

WHISKY. — The market has been active dur- 
ing the sreak, and stocks arc below the demand, 
Prises have advanced for raw, which is firm at 
CI SI free. 

— The market lias experienced a lull in 
the demand for corn and prices, which have had 
a declining tendency for some time past, are 
quotably lower.
